Mr. Brockway has walloped his bad prisoners much more 
than they liked. Whether his motive in doing so was to 
hasten their regeneration or gratify his own spite, the investi- 
gating committee will have to determine; as also whether the 
general results of the walloping were beneficial to society. 
Flogging is not very popular in these days, but then it 
must be remembered that the aversion of some professional 
criminals to decent conduct is so acute that it is often hard 
to persuade them to eschew evil without offering them an 
alternative that is more repulsive still. If Mr. Brockway has 
really succeeded in getting some of the sin out of bad men 
through their hides, it will be a pity to interfere with him, 
since the discomfort of being “ paddled ” is a mere bagatelle 
compared to the disadvantage and misery of being blindly 
and malignantly sinful. Experienced bad men are so useful 
these days, especially in ward politics, that there is a natural 
reluctance in some quarters about allowing them to be re- 
formed. There is a sentiment that it is wasteful to spoil a 
useful tough by reforming him, and that the better plan is to 
make him a police justice. But that is not really a sound 
view, and if it shall transpire that Mr. Brockway’s methods 
have been warranted by their results, LIFE hopes to see them 
goon. If, on the contrary, it shall appear that the Super- 
intendent has been wantonly severe or cruel, he should not 
only be thrown out, but punished besides.

IVULGING ina magazine article
